7he Political Platforms 
" 


The nominated candidates for state and 


legislative offices have written their of- 
ficial party platforms for the fall election 
campaigns, with the contents of the Repub- 
lican and Democratic documents contain- 
ing few surprises for those who nave ob- 
served recent trends and developments in 
Wisconsin political affairs. 


As befits a party which has ruled over 


a considerable period in the capitol and 
which is no doubt favored to win statehouse 
control again, the Republican platform is 
fairly brief, moderate and practical The 
Republicans are saying, in effect, that they 
don't propose to promise more than they 
believe they can perform, since it is likely 
they will be called on to perform in the 
next state administration and the next leg- 
islature and the Democrats won't. 


Again, and as hef its' the party which 


knows that its prospects have improved 
but is not yet sure of victory, the Demo- 
cratic testament is prolix, detailed, care- 
fully calculated to appeal to the broadest 
variety of interest groups, and represents 
a kind of a lunge for votes even at the 
risk of possible embarrassment later. There 
are some planks in the Democratic plat- 
form that will be extremely difficult to 
make good, giving their authors credit for 
sincerity of intention. 


We regard as of principal significance 


the contrasting positions of the parties on 
the issue of state finance and taxation. 


Everybody whose analysis of develop- 


ments is worthy of credit knows that a 
state financial crisis is impending — that 
the revenue structure contrived in sim- 
pler and more economical times won't sup- 
port the evidently inevitable trend for 
more government and more spending that 
is supported directly or indirectly by the 
state budget. 


The commanding state question of the 


day, therefore, is what the parties as in- 
struments of public policy propose to do 
about it They have failed to say. 


Whatever else may be said about their 


platforms, the evasion of this central ques- 
tion condemns them as tricky documents. 
The Democrats say they will avoid a sales 
tax under any circumstances. They want 
to open up the Constitution to permit regu- 
lar state bond issues for the borrowing of 


capital for state institution building. They 
talk vaguely about a state withholding 
system for the income tax law, which in- 
directly suggests that they expect to boost 
income tax rates but recognize the need to 
do it with a sedative handy. 


Nowhere, however, in the Democratic 


platform is there a recognition of the pro- 
found doubt of some non-partisan experts 
and economists that the income tax alone, 
philosophical considerations aside, is ade- 
quate to finance a stable state government 
Nowhere is there a recognition, moreover, 
that the hoopla about expanding state eco- 
naomic prosperity through enlarging our 
industrial base must remain an emptv ges- 
ture if the state's competitive tax position 
is permitted, to worsen in relation to its 
neighbors and all others of the country. 


Nor is the Republican declaration on 


tax policy any more clear and perhaps it is • 
even more equivocal. 


It gives lip service to the problem of 


tax competition, while prating solemnly on 
the other hand about equities. In fact it 
says nothing. It is an umbrella broad 
enough to cover whatever divergences of 
view there may be within the moderate and 
conservative community. It amounts to a 
pious expression of hope that a miracle 
can be. performed — but it provides no 
real encouragement. 


The rhetoric in the platforms about 


state debt, reflecting the angry words of 
the combatants on the respective tickets, 
also signifies very little. 


The Democratic proposal to weaken the 


state constitutional 
prohibition against 


bonded debt by the state is a kind of 
cul de sac into which the party was forced 
by Sen. Nelson's challenge of the way Gov. 
Thomson and his predecessors have per- 
mitted limited and indirect 
borrowing 


through building corporations for specific 
institutional purposes. The party had to 
offer such a counter-proposal, or stand con- 
victed of repudiating the 4dea of institu- 
tional improvements. 


The Republican pledge to uphold the 


constitutional law on the subject is academ- 
ic also. We see very little evidence that 
the Wisconsin electorate wants to change 
that law. The Republicans might as well 
have upheld the revolving earth or the 
changing seasons. 


America's Right to Know 


Of the rights pledged to the American 


people in the First amendment to the Con- 
stitution none has-been so constantly and 
so strenuously attacked as freedom of the 
press. 


The others — freedom of religion, 


speech, peaceable assembly and the right to 
petition the government — have been vir- 
tually immune. They have not been on the 
firing line, so to speak. 


They pose no immediate threat to 


crooked politicians, venal judges or the 
military brass that tries to hide its blun- 
ders or extravagance behind the veil of 
"keeping information from the enemy." 
It's a safe bet that the "enemy" usually is 
the taxpayer. 


Never Underestimate 


Every once in a while the matter of the 


pros and cons of co-education gets into 
headlines. Last year there was a proposal 
to open Yale's ivy towers to women and 
Yalemen violently protested such heresy. 
English schoolgirls have marched with 
waving banners in objection to a proposed 
merger of Sussex county secondary schools. 


In the Middle West, co-education from 


kindergarten up is almost automatic. There 
are quite a number of private high schools 
limited to either boys or girls, but even 
these are caving in. St. Norbert college has 
suffered no ill effects from the admission 
of women; perhaps things are even a bit 
neater. MacMurray college in Illinois this 


As far as Washington is concerned, the 


publishers of the nation have been put at 
a great disadvantage by the exigencies of 
war, hot and cold. Their patriotism has, at 
times, been used by civil and military 
bureaucrats to suppress news that was 
merely inconvenient to the officials. 


This lust for secrecy extends into every 


state and to almost every city in the land. 
Someone has something to hide. 


Bern Price of the Associated Press dis- 


cusses this 'question of official secrecy 
versus the people's right to know in an 
article on Page A-ll of this issue. It's worth 
reading because it concerns your right to 
know.

Educational TV has proved 
itself. Those close to the sub- 
ject knew that long ago. But 
acceptance comes 
slowly,

In the face of the nation- 


wide shortage of teachers, 
the usefulness of a device 
(hat permits the nation's 
"greatest instructor* to be 


piped into every classroom" 
should be obvious. Televi- 
sion can bring expertly or- 
ganized, rehearsed lessons, 
with live instructors, the 
best equipment for illustra- 
tion and demonstration, in- 
cluding kinescope and film, 
before students in every kind

dictions of our times, that.

Television, however, has 


turned out to be effective 
for classes of 150 or more, 
with discipline coming easy 
and students showing far 
more than usual interest. 


Its use in the schools of

nation should be expanded 
as quickly as possible, so 
that more teachers can be 
freed from routine teaching 
tasks, to give exceptional 
students in all categories 
more of the individual atten- 
tion they should receive.
